Speaking of the 
argum ent 
that 
the 
competition 
of 
southern mills would wipe out the in- 
d urn ides of 
M assachusetts, 
he 
said 
th a t while the Lowell mills had added 
very few spindles in the past IO years, 
there had been a steady 
increase in 
Lawrence, New Bedford and Fall R iv­ 
er, and that the state had held 
her 
pre-eminence. 
“M assachusetts 
cannot 
grow 
cot­ 
ton,” he continued. 
“I have seen 
it 
tried in Low-ell, and it was a failure. 
But 
far removed 
from the 
cotton 
llelds as we are. the state ranks second 
to Great Britain, and we are in com­ 
petition not only with spindles of the 
south, but with those of the world. 
“We are so far ahead of the south 
th a t no given num ber of 
operatives 
can produce the product of an equal 
num ber 
of operatives 
here. 
Tne 
workers who come from generations of 
textile operatives are superior to those 
who are just learning the industry. 
“If we had not state governments. 
we could obtain an 
eight-hour 
day 
from the government at any time. We 
{ire now urging our claims before the 
national congress, and for that reason 
ask for no legislation here. 
But w hat 
we do ask is that you see to it that 
our operatives do not work more than 
5*> hours a week. 
I am willing to rest 
my argum ent here for others to fol­ 
low.”
